Mr. Kline wrote, "For 
some time we here in Korea 
have been thinking of writing 
to you and telling you how- 
much we appreciate the fine 
work your chapter is doing, 
particularly as it regards serv¬ 
icemen and their families.” 

Mr. Klne goes on to say that 
it often takes almost a month 
to get a health and welfare 
report on a soldier in Korea. 
"This isn’t due to the mail. It 
is caused hy the rugged terrain 
and the difficulty our field di¬ 
rectors have in traveling and 
locating the servicemen. It 
may seem hard for you to un¬ 
derstand, but there are no 
paved roads in Korea. Our field 
directors average about 1000 
miles a month, at an average 
speed of from 5 to 15 miles per 
hour.”

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High Price - - Low Standards 

Just as on Candlemas Day, the blunt nose of the groundhog 
emerges to test the weather, so has March become the traditional 
month for the question of the old Sierra Madre swimming pool to 
rear its familiar head to test the reaction of the public. 

Each year the lack of a filter on the pool is noted, the hazards 
of traffic congestion in the canyon, and the fact that the pool is 
operated at minimum standards according to health authorities 
is reviewed. This year the Recreation Commission deemed it 
hazardous to operate the pool, considering it not to the best inter¬ 
ests of the health and safety of the children. 

The advisability of installing a filter system has been re¬ 
peatedly recognized, and repeatedly abandoned because the oper¬ 
ation of the pool does not warrant the expense. The expense, 
rather than the need, has been the issue. 


Yet the pool is still used. It is permitted to operate because 
it meets the health requirements—but only the minimum re¬ 
quirements. 

The Recreation Commission, civic groups, and many indi¬ 
viduals are hard at work to provide an alternative. They do not 
intend to neglect the children of Sierra Madre. 

Machinery has been set in motion to build a pool with do¬ 
nations, subscriptions, and funds raised by Sierra Madre organi¬ 
zations, and anyone willing to help. 

It’s up to the people to make the choice.

To The Public Served By 

SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA EDISON COMPANY 

The following is copy of a letter which we have sent to all employees of Southern California Edison Company: 


The wage issue in this continuing Strike, and the ex¬ 
planation of why it is impossible for Management to go 
beyond the offer of liberal increase already accepted by the 
C.I.O. Union, is further dealt with in ads appearing in the 
papers on Monday, March 16th or Tuesday, March 17th. 

In this letter I want to return to and to deal, I hope 
finally, with the compulsory Union membership or “Union 
Security” issue. We continue to hear from some of you who 
have not returned to work, as well as from others, the fear 
expressed that Management may yet “give” on this issue 
and that you will be confronted with the danger of penalties 
which these Union Leaders might then have the power to 
impose upon you for your loyalty to your job. 

The purpose of this letter is to remove once and for all 
any doubt or fear that the present management of this 
Company will ever consent to the imposition upon you of 
compulsory Union membership. 

First of all, we refuse to do something which we do not 
have the right to do, under the excuse that we “could get 
away with it”; that “it is the easier way out”; that “the 
public would rather have you impose Union membership on 
your employees than to be bothered, threatened and incon¬ 
venienced by a strike”; and that “the governmental author¬ 
ities will O.K. the Union Shop if you say the word.” All of 
those arguments have been made to us. Then they were 
backed up with the force, the threat of violence, and the 
great public injury which this strike represents. 

THAT WHICH IS DEMANDED IS WRONG AND 
THE USE OF FORCE AND VIOLENCE (THE UNCON¬ 
TROLLABLE POWER OF A STRIKE), TO GET IT, 
MAKES IT DOUBLY WRONG. 

The great majority of Edison men and women, and we 
are sure that (under a secret ballot) the great majority of 
the Union’s members, are and would be against being com¬ 
pelled to join a Union. 

As for the Managers of the Edison Company, we realize 
it would be much easier at this moment to say yes and thus 
get rid of the strain of this Strike and purchase a little more 
time at the expense of the freedom of our fellow-employees. 
We would still have our jobs. 

For years now, business managers have given way in the 
face of threats of force. The managers could always ration¬ 
alize and justify their action by arguments which, essentially, 
amount to saying that might makes right, and that the easier 


way is the better way. To some extent, we of the Edison 
Company may have been guilty in the past of going along 
with similar arguments and giving in under pressures. 

BUT ALWAYS THERE COMES A TIME WHEN TO 
YIELD FURTHER IS TO SURRENDER. IN OUR 
OPINION, THIS IS SUCH A TIME. HERE IS WHERE 
WE MUST TAKE A STAND. WE CANNOT AND WE

Sierra Madre added some 
part of this, and yet we were 
very fortunate. Our fire loss 
was lower than most cities in 
comparison. Considering the 
cost of operation, Sierra Madre 
has lots to talk about in re¬ 
gards to fire and fire losses. We 
can be proud of our water sup¬ 
ply and the locations of fire 
plugs. 

* * * 

The interest shown by the 

volunteer members of the fire 
department is not a small fac¬ 
tor in the success of the low 
fire losses and a few fires. The 
cooperation of the police de¬ 
partment in their alertness to 
fire danger helps greatly. Resi¬ 
dents who are ever watchful 
are prominent in preventing 
fires. The notification to the 
firemen of hazardous situa¬ 
tions is the duty of any reliable 
citizen. If we continue to be 
fire safe, we will have to be 
constantly driving at its pre¬ 
vention. 

* * * 

There are thirty members of 
the fire department who are 
chosen because they are will¬ 
ing workers and interested in 
stopping fires. They must be 
able bodied and capable of do¬ 
ing any act needed to operate 
the equipment in emergency. 
The drills require much of their 
time and they give it gladly. 
The sociability of the organiza¬ 
tion is promoted by the men 
themselves and therefore the 
selection of members is done 
by the membership, which aids 
in retaining | interest. 

* * * 

100% attendance is not un¬ 
usual at meetings. The “Cuss 
Can” fund is provided from 
fines assessed by the Chief, 
who at times is fined by the 
members. This Fund is the 
source of pleasant parties held 
on occasions, where the fellows 
and the wives and girls make 
harmless whoopee. This portion 
of the activities is most vital 
in keeping otherwise very busy 
men interested in staying with 
the fire department. 

* * • 

The minister conducting the 
funeral was trying to find 
something nice to say about 
the deceased whom he had not 
known too well. Scanning 
through the floral wreaths, he 
was hopeful of what he would 
find on the wreath sent by the 
fire department, where the de¬ 
ceased had been a volunteer 
member. But what he found in 
the design of red roses was: 
“Gone to his last fire.” 

* * * 

Since the growth of weeds 
has about reached the peak, it 
is earnestly suggested that they 
be removed before the dry sea¬ 
son arrives. That good old gar¬ 
den hose attached and ready 
for use is much to be recom¬ 
mended. We are fortunate 
enough to have good water 
pressure and plenty of water in 
the Canyon district, and with a 
good stream from a garden 
hose, a lot of fire can be stop¬ 
ped.

but ours is not one of them. 
We have four bedrooms, a large 
living room with the dining 
area at one end and a glass 
enclosed porch which can be 
opened onto the deep terrazo 
veranda that runs halfway 
round the house. The kitchen— 
where I had to work for two 
weeks before we got our maid 
—was almost enough to send 
me packing back to the U.S.A. 
Ditto the plumbing which, even 
in new houses, looks as though 
it were installed as a long, long 
after-thought.

Lincoln Pittinger now on an 
engineering job in Athens, 
Greece, writes to The News 
about the experiences she is 
sharing with her husband and 
three children during a year's 
absence from their home in 
Sierra Madre. 

Villa Antigone Iatrou 

Ekali, Greece. 

I’ve spent the last month or 
more trying to sort my impres¬ 
sions, but it’s not easy when 
new ones keep ringing in on 
those I haven’t yet pigeonholed. 

We live in a suburb about 12 
miles from Athens. Actually, 
Ekali is a summer resort—the 
place where wealthy Greeks 
used to have their summer 
homes. There are very few of 
them now who are able to 
maintain two residences, so 
most of these villas are rented 
to foreigners—like us*—on one 
year leases. General Papagos— 
recently elected premier of 
Greece — still maintains his 
place, but for the most part 
there’s no one here but us 
Americans. In the summer it 
may be a different story. 1 un¬ 
derstand that rich Egyptians 
and Syrians come here regu¬ 
larly for relief from their des¬ 
ert heat—I’ll have to see about 
that! 

Expect Summer Heat 

The people who own our 
house have an apartment at 
one side and downstairs which 
they keep for their own use be¬ 
tween June and November. Ap¬ 
parently Athens is very oppres¬ 
sive in the summer and tem¬ 
peratures between here and 
there vary as much as 15-20 de¬ 
grees. So, although I feel a lit¬ 
tle isolated now, and occasion¬ 
ally wish I were closer to where 
things are going on, I’m sure 
that — come summer — I’ll be 
grateful for Pitt’s foresight in 
settling me out here. 

Incidentally, our house is 
named after the mother of the 
man who owns it. Most of the 
houses have only names—no 
numbers — for the builders or 
owners. Hence, Villa Antigone, 
Papistratou House (tobacco 
king), Villa Tsouderos (one 
time premier). 

House Net Outstanding 

Our landlord and his wife 
are a lovely, cultured couple, 
with one small, spoiled daugh¬ 
ter. They barely manage to 
make ends meet. This year it 
took the entire amount we are 
paying for rent to install a cen¬ 
tral heating system without 
which no American in his right 
mind would rent the place. 
Next year—all things going as 
planned — they may begin to 
show a little profit! 

The house itself is—by Amer¬ 
ican standards—not outstand¬ 
ing. There are a few homes 
that would be considered man¬ 
sions in any man’s language,

St. Joseph’s Table Set Today In 

J. T. Oster Home In Ancient Observance 

Today is the Saint’s Day and, 
as is the custom in some Euro¬ 
pean countries and in the east¬ 
ern state where Mrs. Oster for¬ 
merly lived, Mrs. Oster is sol¬ 
emnly observing the day in 
keeping with a vow she made 
more than a year ago when ill¬ 
ness struck in her family. 

Covered with the finest cloth 
available and laden with flow¬ 
ers, specially baked loaves of 
bread and many delicacies, as 
well as a picture of St. Joseph, 
the table and her home will be 
blessed, Mrs. Oster says, by the 
priests from St. Rita’s Church. 

Three places are laid at the 
St. Joseph’s table, symbolically, 
for Joseph, Mary and the Child 
Jesus. Three children have been 
chosen from among the Osters’ 
friends to represent these and 
they will be served first from 
the table. After that, friends 
and neighbors who are ac¬ 
quainted with this custom will 
pass through the Oster home, 
receiving food from the table 
and, if these, too, should be 
their patron saints, the visitors 
will leave gifts on the table, 
later to go to the respective 
children. 

In New Jersey, where Mrs. 
Oster once lived, and other 
places in the East, particularly 
among old Italian families, 
where this custom is widely 
observed, hundreds of people 
might pass through a home 
during an observance. In fact, 
the open houses sometimes pre- 
cede and follow St. Joseph’s 
Day in order to accommodate 
the crowds. 

At. times Mrs. Oster has gone 
to as many as six or eight St. 
Joseph’s observances in a day 
or several days. 

The Osters came to Sierra 
Madre three years ago and ill¬ 
ness in her family has pre¬ 
vented the completion of their 
home here. 


Sunday Giving 


A custom which she says is 
comparatively uncommon in 
California will be observed to¬ 
day and tonight by Mrs. J. T. 
Oster, 730 Alta Vista drive, 
when she holds open house and 
serves delicacies from the St. 
Joseph’s table which she has 
prepared in her living room.

Being a devoted church 
man and a teacher in the Sun¬ 
day School of Sierra Madre’s 
Bethany Church, Mr. Thomber- 
jy couldn’t avoid seeing the 
community’s real need and 
little prospect of a non-denom- 
inational Sunday School for its 
children. 

Today, less than a year later, 
the community has such a Sun¬ 
day School with an enrollment 
of 50 children under 11 years 
of age, three teachers, and a 
meeting place, all through the 
personal efforts and contribu¬ 
tions of Mr. Thornberry and his 
wife, who live at 70 E. High¬ 
land. What is more, the Valley ; 
Sunday School soon will have • 
its own home. 1 

To make it possible the ■ 
Thornberrys have made a 76- 
mile round trip by car every 
Sunday since May 18, 1952, to 
organize the school and give 1 
instruction based on the Bible 
and on Children for Christ lit¬ 
erature. Mr. Thornberry and . 
two other volunteers teach and j 
Mrs. Thornberry is general 
manager. 

Personally they have defray¬ 
ed the expenses of the school 
and saved the Sunday School 
contributions until recently ; 
they found they had sufficient 
money to make the down pay¬ 
ment on a three-room cottage 
which in about six weeks will 
be the new meeting place, in 
contrast to the vacant gasoline 
station which they have been 
using. 

In order to complete the in¬ 
terior of the Sunday School’s 
new home and ready it for use, 
Mr. Thornberry will start mak¬ 
ing Saturday trips to Fontana 
to do the necessary work. 

The Valley Sunday School is 
a member of the American Sun¬ 
day School Union and in the 
event the Thornberrys are un¬ 
able to make the trip to Fon¬ 
tana some Sunday, which 
hasn’t happened yet, the Union 
will provide a replacement for 
them. 

It has been the custom for 
Mr. Thornberry, as superinten¬ 
dent, to inscribe the week’s 
Golden Text from the Bible on 
a large blackboard which is 
readily seen throughout the 
week through the large window 
of the filling station, the tem¬ 
porary meeting place. 

As a result a miscellaneous 
1 collection of what may be des¬ 
ignated as “Community litera- 
, ture” has been left regularly 
i at the filling station.

speed with which fire can 
spread was pointed out by Wil¬ 
son, who told of the fire near 
San Diego in 1951 that raced 
through the countryside for 63 
hours at the speed of 1000 
acres per hour. 

Heasley believes that al¬ 
though Sierra Madre’s Volun¬ 
teer fire fighters are the best 
in the world the community 
is in constant danger of a dis¬ 
astrous fire unless ail individ¬ 
uals are constantly on guard 
against such a possibility. 

The simple garden hose, he 
says, can play a heroic part in 
such eventualities, as was dem¬ 
onstrated Tuesday when many 
residents within several blocks 
of the Canyon fire showed pres¬ 
ence of mind by “wetting 
down” their homes and foliage 
to protect their property 
against fragments of fire car¬ 
ried by the wind. 

Exact cause of the fire in 
Rhoades’ home has not been 
determined. 

Although one report stated 
that the fire was caused by a 
blast from Rhoades’ gasoline 
stove, no exact cause has as 
yet been determined.
